Our Economic Growth 


What are the three main economic 
problems facing tin* great nation as it 
enters the 1060's? 
A pamphlet which has just come to 
our desk outlines the problems and 
points to the steps we must take to a s ­ 
sure a dynamic and prosperous country. 
The thought-stimulating booklet 
is 
entitled 
"Will 
America Grow in th# 
60’s?" and is Inking distributed widely 
by the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. 
NAM's research departm ent conduct­ 
ed a comprehensive study of the em erg­ 
ing problems of the coming decade and 
rated these three as prim ary: 
(1) The threat of rn continuously 
rising trend in unit labor costs, and 
the effects of this trend on our abil­ 
ity to maintain a high level of eco­ 
nomic activity and of employment. 
(2) The shortage of venture cap­ 
ital, and its effect in limiting our 
long-term industrial growth. 
(It) The growing e c o n o m i c 
strength of the other industrial na­ 
tions. and its effects on our ability 
to compete with them both here 
and abroad. 
Three economic goals may be describ­ 
ed a> desirable, even vital, to preserve 
and enlarge America’s strength and to 
provide 
consistent 
support 
for 
her 
people. 
The booklet lists these as: 
(1) A high rate of our growth in pro­ 
ductive potential— so that it will match 
or exceed population growth and other 
factors which will make demands upon 
it. 
(2) Substantially full and continuous 
use of our productive potential, includ­ 
ing our labor force, so th at people will 
have employment and serious reces­ 
sions will be avoided. 
(3) 
Reasonable stability of prices, 
without which economic chaos is pos­ 
sible. 


The three problems are serious, but 
they can be met, the pamphlet declares. 
First, the American people should re­ 
nounce inflation absolutely. 
Not only 
should they insist th at government take 
what steps it can to stop tile erosion of 
the value of our money, but we— as a 
whole people— must renounce inflation. 
Uncontrolled 
inflation, 
says 
NAM. 
could cost us our world leadership and 
our national prosperity at a ( r itu a l 
hour. 
Second, 
labor 
unit 
cost must 
be 
brought under control to protect our 
markets at home and abroad and assure 
employment for all who want to work. 
The Communists dictate what labor 
shall be paid, and have no such prob­ 
lem. 
Western nations now in c o r n e ti- 
tion with us have brought their inflation 
problem under control, and have fewer 
problems with wage demands that ex­ 
ceed gains in their national productiv­ 
ity. 
They have provided that a rising 
standard of living for lalxir can be 
achieved better by smaller wage in­ 
creases combined with price stability. 
Third, to assure America's pro­ 
duct i\e capacity will he sufficient to rn 
supply the growing needs for goods 
and jobs, N VM contends tax rate 
reform is essential. 
Today, both 
individual and corporation tax rates 
are too high to attract the invest­ 
ment capital needed to modernize 
and expand industrial plants. 
Tile NAM believes America can grow 
in the 60’s, but it feels tile decision lies 
with our people. 
It requires their un­ 
derstanding, and th eir active support. 
If the people act. their governmental 
representatives will act. 
And we will 
be assured a better life, rather than be 
forced to give up our present high 
standard of living such as we would be 
forced to do if our economic growth 
stopped.

The Congregation­ 
alists of Massachusetts,

Baptists in Rhode Inland, the 
Roman Catholic* in Maryland, 
the Quakers in Pennsylvania 
are a few of the numerou s 
religious groups w ho settled 
here and whose leaders p ar­ 
ticipated in our earliest 
p o 
lit teal life 
Neither the Elder Brewster 
nor Cotton Mather nor Roger 
Williams can lie disregarded 
as political figures in 
their 
day, nor can it be said that 
Henry Ward Beecher did not 
play an enormous role In the 
politic! of his day. Dr. Lyman 
Beecher 
(1775-1863), 
in 
his 
great sermon on dueling, said: 
"When we Intrust life, and 
liberty, and property to the 
hands of men, we desire some 
pledge of their fidelity. But 
what pledge can 
the duelist 
give? His religious 
principle 
is nothing: his moral principle 
is nothing 
His honor Is our 
only security. But is this suf­ 
ficient ? 
"Are 
the 
te mptatio ns 
of 
jwnver »o feeble, are the pub­ 
lic and private interest so in­ 
separable, are the opp ortuni­ 
ties for fraud so few, that, 
amid the projects of ambition, 
the cravings of avarice, and 
the conflicts of party, there is 
no need of conscience to gu ar­ 
antee 
the 
integrity 
of 
rul­ 
e r s ’ . . .* ’ 
Certainly 
such 
men 
as 
Thomas 
Hooker, 
th e 
great 
Congregational cleric of 
the 
17th 
Century. 
played 
an 
enormous role in the political 
development of colonial Amer­ 
ica Many of Hooker’* ideas of 
freedom and tolerance became 
foundation stones of the even­ 
tual American Constitution. 
I could go on and on citing 
the political activities of in­ 
dividual ministers as well as 
clerical groups in the political 
life of America 
It has always 
been held in our history that 
this is a moral society, based 
on 
the Natural 
Law 
as is 
stated in the Declaration of 
Independence. Ministers 
a r * 
personally and 
professionally 
concerned with morals. 
Th* assumption thai a man 
becomes a secondary 
cltiitn 


because he joins th* Ministry 
I* fal*e in the American theory 
of life and government, first 
because we do not accept cia*- 
se*, and secondly because we 
do not deprive a citizen of his 
rights because of his job. 


There ar* those who In­ 
sist that bem use man de­ 
votes hi* Ufa to religion, 
he nhoiild have no vole# 
in the Immoralities of po­ 
litical life. W ay hark in 
the 
beginning* 
of 
our 
country, John WU* (IMI- 
I Itll) wrote: 
", . . The end of all good 
government is to cultivate hu­ 
manity, and promote the hap­ 
piness of all. and the good of 
every man in all his right!, 
hii life, liberty, estate, honor, 
etc. without 
Injury or abut* 
done to any. . 
Thia is politics — 
g o o d 
politic!, the kind wa need to­ 
day. It I* necessary to have a 
constructive, positive Ideal of 
life in order to negate an evil. 
The clergy, of all faiths, can 
still contribute murh to the** 
days.

credit*? 


A W hil e you a r e legally r e ­ 
sponsible for paying ail taxes 
due, credit 
for 
self-employ­ 
ment income can be given on 
your 
social 
security account 
only as far back as 1956, and 
to get 
credit fo r 1956. your 
tax r e t u r n for th a t year must 
to filed on or b e fo re April 15. 
1960. 


Q. M ay a person who make* 
less than S400 net from self- 
em ploym ent report these earn­ 
ings for self-em ploym ent tax 
purposes? 


A. 
No. The sole exception 


to the $400 net earning* re­ 
quirements is th a t the farmer 
may report if his gross fa u n 
income was not 
over $1,800 
w e n though he had less ih an 
$400 net or even a loss. Under 
the optional reporting system, 
such a fa rmer may report 2 3 
of his gross income 
if 
this 
gross amounts to a* much as 
$600. 


Q. W hat is the social secur­ 
ity self-em ploym ent tax rate? 


A. On 1959 earnings, it i* 
SN 
percent. On $400 of in­ 
come. the tax would be $15.00; 
on $1000 it would be $37.50. 
The rate for 1956 was 3 per­ 
cent and for 1957 and 1958, 
3 3/8 percent. The rate in ef­ 
fect on return* filed in 1%1 
for 1960 will be 4 4 percent. 


Q. I’m a little short of funds 
now. Can’t I w ait until I be­ 
com e 66 and then pay on all 
the hack years needed to quali­ 
fy for benefits? 


A. I t ’s not th a t simple. Aside 
from the fact that you would 
have interest, and possibly a 
penalty, to pay, your widow or 
oth er survivor could lose out 
on benefits completely if you 
should die before you become 
65. Then, too, there is a limit 
on 
the num ber of ye ars to 
which you can go back to get 
credit, and you may need more 
than that to qualify.
